1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .31 2.

The application has been amended as follows: The dependency of claim 109 is 
corrected to reflect the correct dependency to claim 103. 

Please replace claim 109 with the claim below: 
109. (Currently Amended) A device for switching from a first sound signal coding 
mode to a second sound signal coding mode as defined in claim 9§ 103, wherein 
the weighting filter is a perceptual weighting filter. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 95 - 1 20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant 
teaches a method of switching from a first sound signal coding mode to a second sound 
signal coding mode at the junction between a previous frame coded according to the 
first coding mode and a current frame coded according to the second coding mode, 
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wherein the sound signal is filtered through a weighting filter to produce, in the current 
frame, a weighted signal, comprising: calculating a zero-input response of the weighting 
filter; windowing the zero-input response so that said zero-input response has an 
amplitude monotonically decreasing to zero after a predetermined time period; and in 
the current frame, removing from the weighted signal the windowed zero-input 
response.
